THOUGHT 


One Issue Is Foremost 


That much-publicized meeting of town officials was 
held last week, and while some items conceming the new 
school were clarified, it seems that others remain un- 


certain. 


Town Counsel Fredric S. O’Brien ruled that the School 
Committee has virtual veto power over any school plans 
prepared by and for the town manager. 

All hands promised cooperation, so that no veto will be 


necessary. 


But in one specific area, there seems to be a question. 

Dr. Milton J. Meyers, speaking for the School Com- 
mittee, said there is little likelihood that the Committee 
will change its mind in terms of building a new high 
school. What happens if other town officials, particularly 
the manager, decide that an addition is desirable? 

In effect, we believe that the School Committee has the 
authority to establish what the town will build; the 
manager has the responsibility for securing plans and 


supervising construction. 


Hopefully, there will be no discord among town officials. 

But experience tells us that this is only a faint hope; 
there are many determined men in our town government, 
who are not easily persuaded to change their minds. 

Let’s hope that, in any resulting debate, the towns- 
people do not forget that they — as voters — have the 
legal and moral responsibility to provide adequate housing 
for the pupils, of today and of the future. Sometimes such 
basic points become lost in arguments over less vital 


details. 


Change It Or Obey It 


It seems quite obvious that substantial changes in the 
town charter are necessary, or that current practices 
must be abandoned and others adopted, in order to abide 
by present charter requirements. 

The virtual absence of central purchasing — a bulwark 
among pro-manager arguments a few years ago — demands 
that procedures be changed or that the charter be re- 


written. 


It is also clear that the responsibility for school con- 
struction and planning should be clarified. 

We do not attempt here. to define the changes, or to 
suggest specific wording for the clarifications. 

But these must obviously be accomplished. 

It is interesting to note that sub-committees of the 
Charter Study Committee are finding little change, in 
department operations, from the procedures used before 


the charter was adopted. 


This, in itself, is food for thought, when examining the 
arguments listed for the charter. when it was under con- 
sideration. Those points are listed again on this page, 
for the purpose of clarification for all voters.

Reasons For Adopting 


Town Manager Plan 


The following nine reasons were 
cited, in a report of the Town 
Government Study Committee, for 
adoption of the town manager plan, 

1, It places the administration 
of the Town’s affairs in the hands 
of a full-time executive who is 
trained and experienced in the 
management of municipal busi- 
ness, 

2. It makes possible operating 
economies through central pur- 
chasing of supplies and the pooling 
of personjel and equipment. 

3. It eliminates competition be- 
tween boards for Town appropria- 
tion and bases requests for appro- 
priations on the overall needs of 
the Town, 

4, It makes possible better co- 
ordination of Town activities and 
an over-all program for future 
development, 

5. It frees the selectmen from 
the details of administration and 
allows them to devote their time 
and efforts to policy decisions, 

6. It provides the voters with 
more convenient access to the 
Town Government and assures 
them of more immediate action on 
their problems. 

7. It improves the morale of 
employees of the Town by assuring 
them of impartial treatment and 
equal consideration. 

8. It speeds up the preparation 
of the Town Budget, simplifies its 
presentation, and makes possible 
more thorough study by the Select- 
men and the Finance Committee 
before Town Meeting, 

9. It does away with costly de- 
lays which are unavoidable when 
day-to-day decisions are de- 
pendent on committee action.
